The Inquest on tha. Oakland Disaster.

SAH FBANCTJCO, June 2.—The Coroner's 


inquest in the matter of the railroad oaUi- 
tropb.8 in Oakland on Memorial Day began 
this afternoon. 
Charles O'Brien, fireman 


of the wrecked train, was the first witness. 
Ha testified he bad never Been engineer 
Dunn in liquor. The drawbridge through 
which tbe train went at the time of the ac- 
cident could b» seen from witness' side of 
the engine at the shipyard And he felt sure 
it was closed when tha train left there. 
The engineer was on the train when wit- 
ness jumped, wbicb was not until the 
engine went down. He had been running 
with tha train only 
occasionally 
and 


couldn't lay at what distance the danger 
signal could be discerned. 
The engine had 


hardly any speed on when they went 
through the draw and if they could 'have 
rua ten yards farther the train would have 
been stopped. 


Bridge tender Dnclap testified the train 


was not in view when he opened the draw, 
though it could have been seen at the Mole. 
He thought it was coming at a high rate of 
speed, about 150 yards distant. He had 
been on the bridge about fifteen months 
and thought the engineer could lee the 
signal about 300 f«et away. He was dol- 
ing the draw when tbe accident occutred. 
The signal flag (which wai produced in ev- 
idence) WES placed about 260 feet from the 
edge of the draw. The engine approached 
the draw at a rate of five or seven miles an 
hour. The bridge was within sixteen feet 
of being closed.
